Already Paige, who may be 43, 44, 45 or 46 come next 
year, is looking forward to the 1950 American league pen- 
ant chase. 

“Goin’ t’show ’em a new knuckle-ball next season,” 
he told reporters the other day. ‘Goin’ t’throw it differ- 
ent, too... with my knuckles, not my finger tips.” 

Paige plans to Lit the barnstorming trails—his first 
baseball love—once the 1949 curtain comes down late this 
month. He'll be accompanied by Gene Bearden. Sensa- 
tion of the 1948 campaign, when the Indians won the
